Building Totals 
Jumped Here 
During 1936 


With building permits for 10936 call- 
ing for the construction of $428,051 
worth of new structures in the city, 
Albany’s growth took a decided bouna 
in that year, the annual report of 
Harry I. Dygert, superintendent of 
streets and city engineer, testified. 

This compared with a total of $191,- 
181 in building permits issued by his 
office in 1935, a comparison disclosed. 

Last year saw 102 dwellings, valued 
at $205,277, authorized by the munici- 
pal office. Four gas stations, one 
office building, one school and one 
church completed the list of new 
buildings in that time, 


Dygert also pointed out that addi- 
tions, alterations and the construction 
of private garages had amounted to 
$41,505 in the same 12-month period. 

December’s permits numbered 1s. 
as follows: seven dwellings, valued at 
$20,600; one service station, value 
$25,00; alterations, additions and re- 
pairs amounting to $008. 
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Big Increase 
In Fatalities 
Is Reported 


In his annual report, it was disclosed 
by Police Chief John Glavinovich that 
this city witnessed 96 automobile acci- 
dents during the year of 1936. These 
crashes resluted in death to six persons 
and the injury of 46. 





This marked a new high in auto 
deaths for any one year for the city 
of Albany, last year having recorded 
but two fatalities and 45 injuries. 

Local Police covered a total of r1o1,- 
249 miles on duty, the figures show. 
While 603 radio calls were responded 
to during the year, 2,527 calls were 
received altogether by the department. 

Twenty-five stolen cars were re~ 
covered here, 15 of which were taken 
from other cities. These cars were 
valued at $0,850. While 16 bicycles 
were reported as stolen here, 20 were 
recovered by the police. 

Loss by burglaries was computed at 
$390.10; by store holdup, $15; by petty | 
theft, $316.50; by fictitious checks, a 
net loss of $144.96; by theft and fraud, | 
$6,122.56. The total value of all stol- 
en property which was recovered here 
amounted to $10,370. 

The tidy sum of $8,746.08 was paid 
in fines and forfeitures by 1547 per- 
sons arrested here. Operator's cards 
were issued to 666 applicants. 

Seventeen persons were bitten by 

dogs, the chief reported. Three dogs 
were killed by police. 
Fifteen adults reported missing were 
located and 35 lost children returned} 
to their parents. Thirty-six persons 
were taken to the county jail during | 
the year, while the local institution 
housed 78.

— Bill to Aid 
City Schools 


Discrimination against the Albany 
Unified School District and other 
smaller unified school districts will be 
ended if a measure introduced in the 
State Assembly today by Assemblyman 
of the Nineteenth 
At the 
1935 session of the legislature amended 
the school code so as to deprive unifi- 
ed school districts of supervisory funds 
unless the average daily attendance in 
such districts exceeded 1500. The AI- 
bany district does not have such at- 
the sum of 
$5600 for its school support during the 
year 1936-37, unless Assemblyman 
Johnson’s bill is adopted. In ordet 
to save that amount to the Albany 
district, he 
mediate enactment of his measure as 
an urgency bill and he has obtained 
assurance from the State Department 
of Education that its officials will back 
him up in this move. 

Last November the Albany Board 
of Education by unanimous vote, 
adopted a resolution requesting repeal 
of the law. They have been advised 
today that the Johnson measure meets 
their suggestion.

Greetings to the residents of the 
city and the tidings that Albany had 
acquired a new motorcoach service 
were sent out by Mayor O. C. Yenne 
Monday afternoon as he, with a party 
of local people, made a de luxe tour of 
the city in a special bus provided by 
William St. Sure, vice president of the 
East Bay Transit Company. The bus, 
equipped with a loudspeaker system, 
was also equipped with nearly every 
imaginable comfort for charter trips. 

The trip marked the inaugural day 
of the Portland-Santa Fe bus service 
which provides rapid transportation 
from San Pablo and Portland Avenues 


to Rose and Sacramento Streets tu 
Berkeley. 





Mayor Yenne officially thanked St. 
Sure for the service at the beginning 
of the tour, telling the official that 
the city would show its appreciation 
by a growing patronage. The acquisi> 
tion of this newest link in transporta- 
tion was brought about by continuous 
work on the part of the mayor, of 
Mrs. Beatrice Raymond, local business 
woman and president of the Women’s 
Breakfast Club, and of various civic 
groups including the Albany Chamber 
of Commerce, 

VALUE OF SERVICE 

As the trip continued over the route 
the mayor told via the loudspeaker of 
the great importance of such a sery- 
ice which will supply a means for 
the residents of eastern Albany to 
quickly get to San Pablo Avenue as 
well as to transfer to coaches bound 
for Oakland and Berkeley. 

At present, it was disclosed by the 
operators of thé line, part-time sched- 
ule is being offered, to be increased 
as the demahd grows for the service. 
The first bu’ i the morning leaves 
Portland and San Pablo Avenues ar 
6:41, leaving Rose and Sacramento 
Streets at 6:32 a.m. The service con- 
tinues at 20-minute intervals for a peri- 
od of three hours. In the afternoon 
the coaches make their first trip from 
the Albany point at 3:09, from Berke- 
ley at 3 p. m. This service runs for 
three hours and 40 minutes, the last 
coach leaving this city at..6:49 p. m. 
SERVICE TO EXPAND 

The service will be expanded_as, it is 
found necessary, said St. ‘Sure, accord- 
ing to the support of the people in 
this district.

Although the buildings and con- 
tents which were menaced by fire 
here during the year had a value 
of $67,000, the actual loss sustained 
amounted to only $937, it was 
pointed, out in the annual report

The department responded to 84 
alarms in 1936 and four inhalator 
calls. The principal fires listed 
were as follows: Dry grass, rail- 
road crossings, automobiles, defec- 
tive chimneys, rubbish and mis- 
cellaneous, Two false alarms were 
turned in. 

Other duties ‘of the fire depart- 
ment consisted of the transmission 
of 1606 police calls, issuance of 175
